The out-of-pocket limit is the most you could pay in a year for covered services. If you have
other family members in this plan, they have to meet their own out-of-pocket limits until the
overall family out-of-pocket limit has been met.

What is not included in
the out-of-pocket limit?

Premiums, balance-billing charges,
and health care this plan doesn’t
cover.

Even though you pay these expenses, they don’t count toward the out-of-pocket limit. There is
a separate annual prescription out-of-pocket maximum of $2,500 single and $5,000 family for
in-network. This accumulates separately from the medical out-of-pocket maximum.

(such as lab work). Check with your provider before you get services.
